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BY-LAWS. 


1. The annual meeting of the Shareholders of the Com- 
pany shall be held on the first Thursday of November in 
each year, at such place as shall be determined by the 
Directors. 


2. Notice of the time and place for holding any meet- 
ing of the Company shall be given at least five days pre- 
vious to the meeting by the publication of a notice of said 
meeting in one Engiish and in one French newspaper in 
the City of Montreal. 


3. The Directors may, whenever they think fit and they 
shall upon a requisition made in writing by the holders of 
not less than one-twentieth of the subscribed capital stock 
of the Company convene à special meeting of the Company. 


4. Any requisition made by the shareholders’ shall 
express the object of the special genera] meeting proposed 
to be called and shall be left at the Head office of the 
Company. 


5. Upon the receipt of such requisition the Directors 
shall forthwith proceed to convene a special general meet- 
ing. If they do not proceed to cause the same to be held 
within five days from the date upon which the requisition 
was left at the Head Office of the Company, the requisi- 
tionist, or any other shareholders amounting to the one- 
twentieth of the subscribed stock of the Company may 
themselves conyene such special general meeting. 


6. Five days notice specifying the place, the day and 
the hour of meeting, nature of the business to be consider- 
ed shall be given to the shareholders in the manner pres- 
cribed by By-Law No. 2. 
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7. The President of the Company, or in his absence, the 
Vice-President shall preside as chairman at every general 
meeting of the Company. If at any meeting either the 
President or Vice-President is not present within fifteen 
minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting, 
the shareholders of the meeting shall choose some one of 
their member to be chairman, 


8. At any general meeting unless a poll is demanded, a 
declaration by the chairman that a resolution has been 
carried and an entry to that effect in the proceedings of 
the Company shall be prima facie evidence of the fact 
without prcof of the number or proportion of the votes 
recorded in favor of or against such resolution. 


9. At all general meetings of the Company, every share- 
holders shall be entitled to one vote in this Company. 


(a) No shareho'der being in arrear in respect of any 
call shall be entitled to vote at anv meeting of the 
Company. 


10. The affairs of the Company shall be managed by a 
Board of Directors and until otherwise determined by a 
general meeting the Board of such Directors shall be fif- 
teen in number, five of such Directors shal] form a quorum 
of the Board. 


11. No person shall hold office as a Director unless he 
is a shareho'der owning stock absolutely in his own right 
and not in arrear in respect of any call thereon and where 
any person who is a director shall cease to be a bona fide 
holder of stock in the Company he shall thereu=on cease to 
be a Director. 


(1) The election of Directors shall take place at the an- 
nual meeting, all the members of the Board retiring 
(and if otherwise qualified), being eligible for re- 

e ection., 


(2) Electicn of Directors shall be by ballot, 
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(3) In case of the death of a Director, of his being un- 
able to act as such or his ceasing to be a share- 
holder,, the vacancy thereby created may be filled 
for the unexpired portion by the remaining mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors. 
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The Officers of the Company shall be 
President

Second Vice-President 

Honorary Treasurer 

Honorary Secretary 


12. The Hon. Secretary shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings at all meetings of the Board and of the share- 
holders of the Company and shall be the custodian of the 
seal of the Company and of all the books, papers, records, 
etc., belonging to the Company which he shall deliver when 
authorized so to do by a resolution of the shareholders of 
the Company to such person or persons as may be named 
in the resolution. 


13. If at any time an election of Directors is not made 
or does not take effect at the proper time such election 
may take place at any general meeting of the Company 
duly called for that purpose and directors shall continue 
in office until their successors are duly elected. 


14. The Directors may from time to time make by-laws 
not contrary to law, or to the Letters Patent incorporating 
the Company to regulate. 


(a) The allotment of stock, the making of calls thereon; 
the payment thereof: the issue and regulations of 
certificates of stock: the forfeiture of stock for non 
payment and the disposal of forfeited stock and of 
the proceeds thereof. 


(b) The time at which and place where the general meet- 
ing regular and special of the Board of Directors 
and of the Company shall be held; the quorum and 
the procedure in all things at such meetings. 
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(c) The appointment from among shareholders or mem- 

bers of the Association of all such committees, as 
the Directors deem advisable or necessary to carry 
out the objects of this Association. 
And may from time to time repeal, amend or re- 
enact the same but every such by-law and every re- 
peal, amendment or re-enactment thereof shall only 
have force and effect until the next annual meeting 
and unless confirmed by the shareholders of the 
Company at the annual meeting ot the Company or 
a general meeting duly called: for that purpose they 
shall then become null and void and of no effect. 


15. All cheques, notes, drafts, promissory notes and 
bills of exchange of the Company Shall be signed by the 
President and Treasurer or in the absence of the Presi- 
dent by the first or second Vice- President and Treasurer. 


16. An annual report of the affairs of the Association 
shall be submitted by the Directors to the members at 
their annual meeting said report Shall consist of a general 
statement of the affairs of the Association showing its 
financial situation at the close of the preceeding year such 
annual statement having been duly audited by an auditor 
appointed by the members of the Association at their an- 
nual meeting. . 


17. Notice of the time and place for holding special 
meetings of Directors shall be given at least two days pre- 
vious to the meeting by mailing a notice (not registered) 
by letter, to the address of the Directors. 


18. The members of this Association shall be all those 
who subscribe and pay for one share of the Capital stock of 
the Company, the shares being not transferable, and in 
case of a member ceasing to be a member by death, resig- 
nation, expulsion or any other cause whatsoever his share 
sha!l become the property of the Association and may be 
disposed of by the Company in the same way as if it had 
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never been issued: these conditions being conditions pre- 
cedent to the subscriptions for shares and being an essen- 
tial part of the said subscription and shall be printed on 
the face of all stock certificates. 


19. All subscribers to the Capital Stock ‘of this Company 
or Association shall pay an annual fee of Five Dollars in 
addition to the amount paid on subscription for shares on 
the Company. 


20. Any member who shail fail to pay his dues for the 
period of two months after notification by the Treasurer 
shall, at the discretion of the Board of Directors, forfeit 
membership, in the Company or Association. 


21. No indebtedness shall be incurred except through 
the direction of the Board of Directors. 


22. Regular meetings of the Board of Directors ‘shall 
be held at least once a month on the day and at such hour 
and under such conditions as to notice as the Board of Di- 
rectors may fix by resolution. 


23. All monies paid out to sustain the work of the Asso- 
ciation shall be paid by the Treasurer upon orders drawn 
by the Secretary and countersigned by the President or 
Vice-President after approval of the Board of Directors. 


Amendment. 


Whereas this Association has for its object among others, 
the endorsation of Candidates for the Board of Control 
and for the Aldermaninc seats and Supervision of Alder- 
men in office and the Municipal administration generally. 


It is resolved that applications for membership in this 
Association by Aldermen or employees of the City of 
Montreal will not be received and the members of this 
Association who will accept to offer themselves as Candi- 
dates for a seat in the Council, or on the Board of Control 
or as employee of the Corporation will cease ipso facto to 
be members of this Association. 
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
